From tii.'ve to tin.e articles would appear signed by >rebkoff widtten in the 
lorni of an address to the Kusslan Colony, generally uealing idth political ques- 
tions. At Christmas, lc.ster and other holiday a he con.^ratulated the Russian 
colony as the ’.Tveror would have done. He always alluded to !;itLer as Our Fuehrer 
doiph iitler. An iciportant |joint is seen in the fact tiiat Cerebkoff frequently 
drolared that I^e had been ;-er5onall>' norainated by ILitler himself.

acntioned* 1^,000 cards were thus obtained, giving the Gestapo most valuable 
material for the detection of Jews, pro**Allied and young people who could be senfi 
for compulsary labor In Gerrnany* Special attention wa. concentrated on Jews and 
Freemasons* 



It is known that in many instances Gerebkoff consented to intercede for 
arrested Russians or Hussians suspected by the Gestapo, only on condition that 
the victim would subscribe to a voluntary engagement in the German Aray on the 
.iafitsm ^iont. Uariy Russians had only this alternative to sBsape prison or de~ 
portation or to release arrested parents* Uost of them tried to avoid at all costs 
the fulfillment of such obligations; theiri "voluntary** enlistment however was in 
^}iany cases discovered after the liberation and was the reason of their subsequent 
isf^risonaent*
